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Sheriff shot 
in courthouse, 
trio nabbed 


Whitecourt. Men 

appearing in court 
after drug bust allegedly 
escaped in sheriff's van, 
were soon arrested in 
farmhouse, mayor says 


Three men are in custody 
after a backroom scuffle in a 
small-town courthouse ended 
with a sheriff being shot in 
the hand and a short-lived 
escape in the officer’s vehicle. 

The shooting took place 
just before noon on Tuesday 
in Whitecourt, where two lo¬ 
cal men were making their 
first court appearance after a 
drug bust last week. 

An eyewitness said the 
disturbance began with what 
sounded like a fight in a hall¬ 
way used to transport prison¬ 
ers. 

“You could hear behind the 
door where they keep prison-

ers to stand trial, you could 
hear there was a fight happen¬ 
ing between whomever,” said 
Kathlene Campbell-Conlon, 
a reporter for radio station 
CFXW, who was in court to 
cover the appearances. 

“The door shut, you 
heard more fights, you heard 
a couple of high-pitched 
screams, then two, maybe 
three gunshots.” 

The impact of the shots, 
she said, knocked hangings 
off the wall inside the court. 
The immediate reaction 
among those in the room was 


panic. Everyone was pushing 
to get out and chairs were 
being thrown around, said 
Campbell-Conlon. 

Once outside, she said by¬ 
standers tried to get help for 
the wounded officer. 

“You (could) hear people 
saying, ‘You have to call 911! 
We have to get an ambulance! 
This officer needs medical 
attention!’” 

Then she watched the sus¬ 
pects flee. 

Mayor Trevor Thain con¬ 
firmed the prisoners escaped 
in the sheriff’s van. 

Thain said the two es¬ 
capees were arrested at a 
farmhouse about 10 kilo¬ 
metres south of Whitecourt. 

Thain said police detained 
a third man at the farmhouse. 

The sheriff, who RCMP 
say was part of the prisoner 
transport section, was taken 
to hospital. Officials with the 
union representing the sher¬ 
iffs said he will recover.

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Proposal fails 


Teachers reject 
latest deal 

Alberta classrooms are 
threatened with teach¬ 
ers rejecting a last-ditch 
contract proposal from 
the province before next 
week’s budget release, says 
the education minister. 

The deal, proposed last 
week, would have seen a 
three-year salary freeze 
for educators followed by 
a two per cent hike in the 
fourth year. 

But Alberta Teachers’ 
Association president 
Carol Henderson deemed 
the deal less worthy than 
one shot down in Decem¬ 
ber, which forced a move 
to local bargaining with 
62 separate school boards 
in the province. She said 
opposition to the proposal 
was unanimous. 

“We have also heard 
from our members and 
have concluded the minis¬ 
ter’s offer wouldn’t receive 
approval from teachers 
working with each and 
every school board,” she 
said. 

Henderson also accused 
Education Minister Jeff 
Johnson of making “thinly 
veiled threats” about po¬ 
tential salary rollbacks. 

Johnson said he was 
pointing out the realities 
associated with a $4-bil- 
lion projected provincial 
deficit. 

“There are going to 
be school boards in this 
province that have less 
money to work with next 
year than they had this 
year — and they may have 
even more kids in the 
classroom,” Johnson said. 

The ATA’s public 
rejection of the contract 
came just an hour after 
the Alberta School Boards 
Association called the 
same offer a good “starting 
point.” 

Edmonton Public 
Schools board chair Sarah 
Hoffman said her board 
opposed the deal, citing 
the signing bonus, which 
school boards would have 
had to pay for.

A one-of-a-kind partnership 
announced Tuesday means 
Currie, a Grade 12 student at 
St. Joseph High School, will 
receive credit for a year of post- 
secondaiy welding training 
by the time she graduates this 
spring. 

The partnership coalesces 
education with industry and 
will allow Edmonton Catholic 
School District students to re¬ 


duce their post-secondary train¬ 
ing and join an in-demand field 
sooner. 

“I’m really excited that I 
found what I want to do at a 
young age,” said Currie, who 
started welding in Grade 10. 

“(This program) is just go¬ 
ing to help me get to my goal, 
which is to get my journeyman 
ticket a lot sooner,” she said. 

The partnership brings 
together the Canadian Welding 
Association and the Christian 
Labour Association of Canada 
with the district’s Career Skills 
Centre, providing students with 


hands-on experience using 
state-of-the-art equipment. 

Welding touches eveiy sec¬ 
tor of our economy, said Dan 
Tadic, director of the Canadian 
Welding Association. 

“The world simply needs 
more welders,” Tadic said. 

MIA Laurie Blakeman at¬ 
tended the announcement and 
told the welding students they 
had a lot to look forward to. 

“You guys are going to make 
so much money, it will blow 
your mind and you’ll be out 
there one year sooner” she said.

The teen was speaking at 
the sentencing hearing for 
Brenden Holubowich. 

The 23-year-old has 
pleaded guilty to dangerous 
driving causing death and 
dangerous driving causing 
bodily harm.

Council 
approves controversial 
development plan 


Edmonton’s northeast will 
be home to a new residential 
community after city council 
approved a plan for the area, 
over the objections of some 
farmers and local food advo¬ 
cates. 

After two days of public 
hearings, council approved 
the controversial structure 
plan in a 10-3 vote. 

Coun. Don Iveson, who 
along with councillors Ben 
Henderson and Linda Sloan 
voted against the plan, said it 
simply doesn’t do enough to 
protect farmers in the area. 

“This plan is really, really 
tough for the farmers,” he 
said. “It doesn’t protect them. 
At best, it tolerates them.” 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
he was sympathetic to the 
Edmontonians who live there 
today and wants the city ser¬ 


vices this plan promises to be 
provided to them. 

He also said the suburban 
housing envisioned in the 
plan is popular in the region 
and he doesn’t want to see 
homebuyers forced outside 
the city to get what they 
want. 

“It’s about providing 
choice for people who want 
to live in the city and contrib¬ 
ute taxes,” he said. 

Janelle Hebert, owner of 
Riverbend Gardens, a farm lo¬ 
cated in the area, said she was 
deeply disappointed council 
didn’t do more to support lo¬ 
cal food. 

“It seems pretty clear to 
me that city council doesn’t 
support market gardening in 
our city,” she said. “Edmon¬ 
ton missed out on a real op¬ 
portunity.”

911. Non-emergency calls clogging up emergency line 


Colourful brochures detailing 
when to call 911 will be sent 
to all Edmonton homes and 
businesses this week. 

Police hope the “simple 
and easy-to-read” brochure 
will combat the wayward 911 
calls operators continue to 
receive, despite a campaign 
launched in November to 
reduce non-emergency calls 
made to 911. 

In November, #377, a non¬ 


emergency complaint line 
that can be dialed from a mo¬ 
bile phone, was introduced. 

The second phase of the 
year-long campaign, which in¬ 
cludes brochures and posters, 
was launched on Tuesday. 

“We’re sort of hoping by re¬ 
introducing the theme it will 
stick in people’s heads a little 
bit more, especially the #377 
number,” said Kim Pudde, EPS 
911 supervisor. 


Last year, 379,917 calls 
came into 911 and more than 
64 per cent of those were for 
non-emergencies. 

Wayward calls to 911 in¬ 
cluded complaints about park¬ 
ing and a stolen comforter. 

“911 has just become in¬ 
grained in the public’s mind 
as the number you call when 
you need help of any kind,” 
said Pudde, noting that’s not 
the case. 


As the brochure details, 
911 is to be called when a 
crime is in progress or the 
situation is life-threatening.

Egypt. At least 19 
dead, with two others 
suffering severe burns 


A hot-air balloon carrying 
tourists over Egypt’s an¬ 
cient city of Luxor caught 
fire Tuesday, and some pas¬ 
sengers trying to escape the 
flames leaped to their deaths 
before the craft crashed in a 
sugar-cane field. At least 19 
tourists were killed in what 
is believed to be the world’s 
deadliest ballooning acci¬ 
dent. 

The accident was a new 
blow to Egypt’s tourism in¬ 
dustry, which has been gut¬ 
ted by the country’s turmoil 
the past two years. 

The crash raised accusa¬ 
tions that authorities have 
let safety standards fall 
amid the political instabil¬ 
ity, though the civil aviation 
chief insisted his ministiy 
keeps stringent inspections. 

The balloon was carrying 
20 tourists — from France, 
Britain, Belgium, Hungary, 


Japan and Hong Kong — and 
an Egyptian pilot on a flight 
over Luxor, officials said. 

“I saw tourists catching 
fire, and they were jumping 
from the balloon. They were 
trying to flee the fire, but it 
was on their bodies,” said 
Hassan Abdel-Rasoul, a farm¬ 
er in al-Dhabaa. He said one 
of those he saw on fire was a 
visibly pregnant woman. 

Bodies of the dead tour¬ 
ists were scattered across the 
field. 

The crash immediately 
killed 18, according to Lux¬ 
or’s governor, Ezzat Saad. 

Two Britons and the 
Egyptian pilot were taken to 
the hospital, but one of the 
Britons died of his injuries 
soon after. The other Briton 
and the Egyptian, who state 
media said suffered severe 
burns, were flown to Cairo 
for further treatment. 

The Department of For¬ 
eign Affairs in Ottawa says 
the Canadian Embassy in 
Cairo has confirmed that 
no Canadians have been af¬ 
fected.

Pistorius’s testimony may 
damn him on lesser charge 


Even if Oscar Pistorius is ac¬ 
quitted of murder, firearms 
and legal experts in South Af¬ 
rica believe that, by his own ac¬ 
count, the star athlete violated 
gun-handling regulations and 
exposed himself to a homi¬ 
cide charge by shooting into a 
closed door without knowing 
who was behind it. 

Pistorius testified that he 
shot at the door, fearing but 
not knowing for certain that 
an intruder was on the other 
side. Instead, it was Pistorius’ 
girlfriend, Reeva Steenkamp. 

Prosecutors charged Pistor¬ 
ius with premeditated murder, 
saying the shooting followed 
an argument between the two. 

South Africa has stringent 
laws regulating the use of 
lethal force for self-protection. 
In order to get a firearm per¬ 
mit, applicants must not only 
know those rules but must 


demonstrate proficiency with 
the weapon and knowledge of 
its safe handling, making it far 
tougher to legally own a gun 
than in many other countries. 

“There is no situation in 
South Africa that allows a per¬ 
son to shoot at a threat that 
is not identified,” said Andre 
Pretorius, president of the 
Professional Firearm Train¬ 
ers Council, a regulatory body 
for firearms instructors. “It 
could have been a minor — a 
15-year-old kid, a 12-year-old 
kid — breaking in to get food.” 

Experts said that even if 
the prosecution fails to prove 
premeditated murder, firing 
several shots through a closed 
door could bring a conviction 
for the charge of culpable 
homicide, an equivalent to 
manslaughter covering un¬ 
intentional deaths through 
negligence, the associated press

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Swiss Red 
Cross to 
keep blood 
from Greece 


No bread, no red. 

Aid organization says 
it will halve shipments 
to struggling country, 
citing bad credit 


The Swiss Red Cross is slashing 
its supply of donor blood to 
Greece because the financially 
stricken countiy has failed to 
pay its bills on time, the head 
of the group’s transfusion ser¬ 
vice said Tuesday. 

Rudolf Schwabe confirmed 
Swiss media reports that 
Greece had run up debts of sev¬ 
eral million Swiss francs in the 
past. While those debts have 
since been repaid, the non¬ 
profit SRC has decided to halve 
its blood shipments to Greece 
in the coming years in order to 
limit its financial risk, he said. 

Greece’s international 
creditors have demanded the 
government cut spending on 
pharmaceutical products as 
part of bailout agreements. 

The Swiss blood sent to 
Greece comes from unused 
emergency stockpiles and is

designated for humanitar¬ 
ian use. In the past, the SRC 
charged Greece five million 
Swiss francs ($5.4 million) to 
cover its costs for supplying 
28,000 blood packets a year. 

The Swiss blood shipped 
to Greece helps meet demand 
from the country’s thalas¬ 
semia sufferers. There are 
about 3,000 people in Greece 
with a severe form of this gen¬ 
etic disorder.

Amsterdam 
cracking down on crime 
through age increase 


Amsterdam plans to raise the 
minimum age for prostitutes 
from 18 to 21 and force broth¬ 
els to close during early mor¬ 
ning hours.

Amsterdam is home to

windows with red velvet cur¬ 
tains and red lights. 

Van der Laan said that 
under the new regime all 
windows would be closed 
from 4 to 9 a.m. 

Prostitution was legalized 
in the Netherlands in 2000. It 
has been tolerated in Amster¬ 
dam since the 1600s. But the 
city has been tightening its

Food scientists in South Africa have 
found undeclared donkey water buffalo and goat in processed meat products, 
thus confirming that the EU is not alone in the battle against mislabelling.

Worried about horsemeat in 
your beef? Tiy water buffalo, 
donkey and goat. South African 
food scientists said they have 
found all three in mislabelled 
foods including beef burgers, 
ground beef and sausages. 

A study published by three 
professors at Stellenbosch Uni¬ 
versity found that 68 per cent of 
139 samples contained species 
not declared on the product 
label, with the highest inci¬ 
dence in sausages, burger pat¬ 
ties and deli meats. 

The study found soya and 
gluten were not labelled in 28 
per cent of products tested, and 
undeclared pork in 37 per cent 
and chicken in 23 per cent. 

“This study confirms that 
the mislabelling of processed 
meats is commonplace in 


South Africa and not only 
violates food-labelling regula¬ 
tions but also poses economic, 
religious, ethical and health 
impacts,” said co-author Prof. 
Louwrens C. Hoffman. 

He said tests the past two 
weeks on hundreds of samples 
of imported meat have found 
no horsemeat.

Apple 
settlement to 
award $100M 
in credits 

Apple has agreed to give 
more than $100 million in 
iTunes-store credits to settle 
a lawsuit alleging that the 
iPhone and iPad maker 
improperly charged kids 
for playing games on their 
mobile devices. 

The two-year-old case 
centres on allegations 
that Apple didn’t create 
adequate parental controls 
to prevent children from 
buying extra features while 
playing free games on 
iPhones and iPads in 2010 
and 2011. 

Parents who filed the 
lawsuit in 2011 said they 
didn’t realize their children 
were racking up the charges 
until they received bills or 
other notifications after 
the purchases were made.

Oversharing 
financial data 
puts young

Survey. Believe it or 
not, texting credit 
card numbers isn’t an 
uncommon practice 
for many Canadians 


Many young Canadians are 
oversharing their financial in¬ 
formation, says a new survey 
that found nearly half of 18- to 
34-year-old respondents admit¬ 
ting they take risks like texting 
their credit- or debit-card num¬ 
bers. 

The poll by Visa Canada 
found that 45 per cent of this 
demographic group also shared 
their payment-card informa¬ 
tion via email, loaned their 
cards and didn’t keep their PIN 
confidential. 

This behaviour mirrors simi¬ 
lar habits of sharing personal 
information on social-media 
sites, said Gord Jamieson, head 
of payment system risk at the 
credit-card company. 

“Yet they’re really not total¬ 
ly aware of who has access to 
this information and who else 
can be seeing this information 
and what would be done with 
it,” he said from Toronto. 

The survey, released Tues¬ 
day, marks the start of fraud- 
prevention month in March. 

Individuals in the 18-to-34 
group also reported the high¬ 
est level of online sharing 
activities, including keeping 
an open profile on a social 
network site and posting to it 
daily, publicly sharing photos 
and posting their employment 
history. 

“Just be careful what you 
put out there,” Jamieson said,

noting that public Wi-Fi net¬ 
works for mobile devices aren’t 
necessarily secure. 

For the older generations, 
they tend not to overshare 
quite as much. 

Among those aged 35 and 
older, the survey found that 
32 per cent reported talcing 
risks with their payment-card 
information. This group also re¬ 
ported less sharing of personal 
information online. 

The survey also found that 
43 per cent who had engaged 
in behaviour such as sharing 
payment-card information or 
loaning their card had experi¬ 
enced some land of fraud. 

“So, is that a coincidence?” 
Jamieson asked. “They are cre¬ 
ating that opportunity by en¬ 
gaging in that risky behaviour. 
Those people are twice as more 
likely to be victims of fraud to¬ 
day.” 

The survey also found that 
56 per cent of respondents said 
they were more concerned 
now about identity theft than 
they were five years ago, while 
50 per cent of respondents said 
they were more concerned 
about payment-card fraud to¬ 
day compared to five years ago. 

The online survey was con¬ 
ducted by market research firm 
Fabrizio Ward with 1,000 ma¬ 
jor credit and debit cardholders 
from Dec. 26 to Jan. 2.

Of course, the story went viral and now le gouvernement is 
calling off les chiens. 

Tiying to write in both official languages is exhausting. So

The point is that taking care of the language is a thankless 
task. We should worry less about giving our francophone cous¬ 
ins a tough time about their vigilance and concentrate on our 
own English language transgressions, which are legion.

Boys become men 
in stone jumping 

You’d call it a leap of 
faith, but for youngsters 
in rural Indonesia, it’s 
more a leap of their fate. 

In Orahili Fau village, 
Nias Island, some 1,200 
kilometres northwest of 
Jakarta, young men take 
part in stone jumping, 
“fahombo batu,” a man¬ 
hood ritual of leaping 
over stone towers — a 
feat which in the past has 
resulted in serious injury

Nias Island is last 
megalithic culture 

The island of Nias, domin¬ 
ated by mountainous ter¬ 
rain and ravines, has been 
described as having one of 
the world’s last megalithic 
cultures.

“owasa,” used for ceremon¬ 
ies. Experts have never found 
stone-jumping sites else¬ 
where in Indonesia, pointing 
to the island’s uniqueness 
in the megalithic tradition.

The 
intrepid youth, dressed in traditional 
warrior garb, run up and hop on a 
small, round stone to gain momentum 
and height before soaring feet first over 
the block.

Spanish explorer Juan Ponce de 
Leon discovered these islands 500 years ago 
in 1513. The hundreds of sea turtles he and 
his men found basking on the shoals gave 
the islands their name. A high speed ferry 
of sea plane from Key West will get you to 
the Tortugas, the most remote of America’s 
National Parks. Just west of the Marquesas 
Keys are coral reefs where an experienced 
diver can feel as though they’re a character in 
Finding Nemo.

Navigating the world of resu¬ 
mes and cover letters is like try¬ 
ing to do an assignment with¬ 
out any guidelines from your 
professor. 

At school, if you wrote an 
organized and well-researched 
paper, you’d get a decent—if not 
a great— mark. 

Job hunting is a different 
story. When you don’t hear 
back from employers after ap¬ 
plying, it’s hard to know what 
needs improvement. 

We recently completed a 
round of hiring at Influitive, the 
company I work for. Based on 
my experience, I’d like to share 
some resume and cover letter 
tips that will help you land your 
next job interview. 

1. Pretend you’re on Twitter 

If your cover letter was a tweet, 
what would it say? Get right to 
the point. 

Lose the, “I’m applying for 
the ABC position at EFG Cor¬ 
poration that was posted on the 
student careers website of Uni¬ 
versity XYZ.” 

Writing this sentence on 
Twitter would be a total waste 
of characters. Instead, your cov¬ 


er letter should start with your 
pitch: “I’d be a great fit for the 
ABC position because XYZ.” 

2 . Ditch the R2-D2 vibe 

Write a cover letter the way you 
would write a blog post—using 
a human voice. 

Read your cover letter out 
loud. Now read a post from your 
blog out loud. Notice a differ¬ 
ence? Your cover letter is writ¬ 
ten in a robotic voice that you 
may think sounds professional. 
It’s not. 

3. Lose your laundry lists 

Why does your resume include 
laundry lists of each daily task 
you performed for all the jobs 
you’ve ever had? 

Recruitment experts rant 
about this resume problem all 
the time, yet it came up so often 
in the round of hiring we just 
did. Make achievements the 
focal point of your resume and 
cover letter, and cut the rest out. 

4. Stop the resume firing squad 

We all know the drill: modify a 
few resume buzzwords, change 
the company name and job title 
and fire off multiple applica¬ 
tions into cyberspace. Instead, 
opt for a quality-over-quantity 
approach by applying to a few

These petite cheesecakes are 
perfect for one serving and 
leave none to go to waste.

Spring training is like a lab¬ 
oratory for pitchers, and To¬ 
ronto Blue Jays left-hander 
Ricky Romero spent his time 
on the mound Tuesday test¬ 
ing out his sinker.

As a young and eager auto¬ 
motive writer back in early Sep¬ 
tember of 1990,1 wasn’t really 
sure what to expect when I 
rolled into the Acura dealership 
to see the shiny red NSX. 

There were basically no 
“performance” cars in 1990, 
other than the Dodge Stealth 
Turbo, Nissan 300ZX and of 
course the Corvette ZR-1 and 
the Viper. Think about those 
cars as you consider the visual 
shock of the NSX. 

The thing I recall most was 
how low the roof was and how 
long the tail was. It was like 
the reverse of the Corvette’s 
proportions. Of course, that’s 
because the engine was tucked 
in behind the driver, pushing 
the two-place cabin forward a 
whole bunch. 

As low as it was, the NSX 


was easy to get into without the 
usual gymnastics required to 
crawl over the door sills of the 
Corvette. The interior was also 
very different in that the dash 
was low and away, the seats 
were tight, but comfortable, 
and the centre console swept 
down from the dashboard like 
a ski slope. 

I had never seen anything 
like it, or driven anything 
like it. Most sporty cars in 
1990 couldn’t push past 5,000 
revs per minute. The NSX’s 
270-horsepower V6 freely 
revved to 8,000, which was 
unheard of at the time. A V6? 
That had more horsepower 
than the Mustang and Camaro 
V8 engines? And to make it rev, 
the NSX was the first Honda/ 
Acura production vehicle to use 
VTEC variable valve timing. It 
also had titanium connecting 
rods (employed 15 years later 
in the Corvette Z06) to hold it 
together. 

You can drive an NSX three 
seasons of the year, with the 
right tires of course, and as far 
as you want without fear of not 
making it home. It’s a terrific 
highway car and while it lacks 
when compared to today’s 
high-performance wonders, es¬ 


pecially in straight-fine acceler¬ 
ation, the NSX is still one of the 
most pleasing cars there is and 
represents fantastic value. It’s 
a bit raw and noisy by today’s 
standards and provides thrill¬ 
ing views from its virtually un¬ 
obstructed forward glass area. 
And the howl of the engine 
once it hits 5,000 rpm will give 
you goose bumps. It’s like driv¬ 
ing an enclosed motorcycle. 

Through the years, Acura 
hinted at a replacement and de¬ 
spite a couple of concept cars, 
just never delivered. It has been 


eight years since the last NSX 
and with Japan now firmly on 
the supercar map with vehicles 
such as the Lexus LFA it seemed 
like a replacement was no long¬ 
er of any strategic importance 
to Acura. 

Perhaps all that on-again, 
off-again, on-again, off-again 
talk over the years had every¬ 
one so indifferent about an NSX 
return that when the current 
concept car arrived a year ago 
there was just as much excite¬ 
ment as for the arrival of the 
first NSX more than 20 years 


ago. Maybe it had to do with 
the TV commercials a year ago 
that featured Jay Leno and Jerry 
Seinfeld, but the excitement is 
most definitely back, and what 
a difference 20 years has made 
(25 by the time it actually ar¬ 
rives, likely in 2015). 

The new NSX will keep its 
engine-in-the-baclc layout and 
its two-person limit, but it 
will also be one of the first all¬ 
wheel-drive hybrid supercars. 
The gasoline engine will be a 
V6, likely in the 3.5-fitre range, 
that wifi be used for cruising 
down the highway because 
to be a supercar, the new NSX 
will have to have something a 
lot more “super” in a world of 
twin-turbocharged V8s. The last 
NSX could run zero-to-60-mph 
(96 km-h) in 4.8 seconds. The 
current Nissan GT-R can do it 
in 2.9. 

The new NSX will compete 
using electric motors at the 
front and rear to aid the V6’s ac¬ 
celeration. Performance details 
are non-existent as of this writ¬ 
ing, but if the electric motors 
could add somewhere around 
200 horsepower, the NSX will 
be in thick of things, likely 
competing with the likes of the 
Audi R8. Of course, in the two 


years it will take to get the NSX 
to market, the competition will 
also progress. 

At the recent North Amer¬ 
ican International Auto Show 
in Detroit, Mich., the NSX 
prototype reappeared, this time 
with an actual interior (the NSX 
prototype introduced in early 
2012 had no interior), one ex¬ 
ample of how the NSX could be 
fitted, Acura said. Wrapped in 
carbon fibre, leather and metal 
bits, it’s truly a cut above cur¬ 
rent sports cars in its expected 
price range of about $120,000- 
$140,000. 

All this to ask the veiy 
real question: is there really 
a point to the new NSX. Well, 
yes. Acura needs its halo car 
back as an example of what 
its technically capable of. 
And, quite frankly, seeing the 
new car, I get the same goose 
bumps I had back in 1990. It’s 
just a matter of time before I 
find one that’s a few years old 
to park beside my original ‘91.

Michael Delproposto owns 
a 1967 Ford Mustang coupe. 
Brian Armstrong suns himself 
at high speed in a red 2007 
Shelby GT500 convertible. 
Adam Christian’s 1966 Mus¬ 
tang is part way through its 
resurrection as a fully mod¬ 
ernized classic, while Chris 
Tucker’s weapon of choice is a 
1983 Mercury Capri, the twin 
to the Mustang. 

These four, and 14 other 
Mustang owners, form a spe¬ 
cial club. They’re the men and 
women responsible for Ford’s 
5.0-litre V8 found in the cur¬ 
rent Mustang GT. 

Who better to put on the 
project than people who would 
fabricate the exhaust mani¬ 
folds at home in the garage? 
Yes, engineering savvy from 
rabid Mustang enthusiasts is 
what’s under the hood of your 
420-horsepower 2013 Mustang 
GT, even if the 5.0 is not tech¬ 
nically “back” as Ford has been 
touting since 2010. 

As with the Hemi, the only 
part of the 5.0 that’s truly 
“back” (and from a rather in¬ 
glorious past, at that) is the 
name. Even the displacement 
is different than the previous 
5.0-litre engine — which dates 
back to the late 1960s as the 
302 was actually 4.9 litres. 

Forty-year-old technology? 
Back? We certainly hope not. 
You could take a lot of shots at 
the 5.0 over the years for its ac¬ 
tual lack of performance under 
the hood of a stock Mustang 
and even bigger shots at its 
4.6-litre successor that always 
seemed to be a step or two be¬ 
hind Chevrolet and Chrysler. 

While the 4.6 proliferated 
in the late 1990s, a ground- 
swell of affection for 5.0 kept 


the old cam-in-block design 
alive and well and winning all 
sorts of racing events. In the 
hands of privateers, the 5.0 
actually had something Ford 
never seemed to give it: power, 
and lots of it. Fitted with alum¬ 
inum heads, the 5.0 became 
a lightweight and potent per¬ 
former that reached legendaiy 
and perhaps even heroic status. 
The crew here at Wheelbase 
Media tested a variant of the 
5.0 at 482 horsepower and 440 
pound-feet of torque (vimeo. 
com/wheelbase). 

Meanwhile, by Ford’s own 
admission, the Mustang’s 
4.6-litre V8, at 315 horsepower, 
was outmatched (“By 2007, 
the Mustang competitive land¬ 
scape was beginning to change 
. . .”) at least on paper, and in 
need of a serious upgrade. 

Capitalizing on the original 
5.0’s post-Ford success and 
popularity was likely a smart 
move in launching the new 
5.0, especially considering the 
grand plan. 

Enter the 18 members of 
Ford’s 5.0-litre team with a 
goal of creating more than 400 
horsepower. This might seem 
like a lofty goal considering 


the 4.6 was 85 horsepower 
shy of 400 and that the big¬ 
ger 5.7-litre Chrysler Hemi V8 
was in the 370 range and the 
bigger-still 6.2-litre Camaro V8 
was at 426 horsepower. But, 
what most people didn’t know 
was that Ford had been offer¬ 
ing a 420-horsepower 5.0-litre 
double-overhead Cammer en¬ 
gine through its parts depart¬ 
ment since 2003. 

Listing for about $15,000 
US, the Cammer was ready¬ 
made proof the power could 
be made with 5.0 litres of 
displacement — in this case, 
a 4.6-litre engine block with 
a larger bore — but push the 
clock ahead seven years and 
fuel economy and durability 
were major considerations, es¬ 
pecially for a high-volume car 
such as the Mustang. 

Team member Todd Brew¬ 
er, who owns a 1987 5.0-litre 
Mustang GT, was in charge of 
double-overhead-cam cylin¬ 
der-head development of the 
new 5.0. 

“Striking the optimal bal¬ 
ance between all of these at¬ 
tributes required us to do all 
the things we know how to do, 
only better,” he said. 


Variable cam timing makes 
the engine more docile and 
thrifty when your foot isn’t 
jammed to the floorboard, 
such as when cruising the free¬ 
way or idling at a red light. 

Fuel economy, despite the 
hefty power and torque in¬ 
crease, is at least as good as the 
previous 4.6. Engine efficiency 
is one chapter of that story. The 
Mustang GT with the new 5.0 
for 2011 (rated at 412 horse¬ 
power for the inaugural year) 
was claimed to pull down 25 
m.p.g. on the highway. 

The 5.0 is all aluminum, 
too, which means it’s just 430 
pounds, which is 20 per cent 
lighter than the physically 
much smaller all-iron 5.0 of 
old, according to Ford. 

How important is diet? Car- 
roll Shelby said at the time, “It 
might not be as sexy as adding 
more horsepower or bigger 
brakes, but shaving pounds 
off a car is the single smartest 
move you can make.” 

Smart? It’s enough to make 
you wonder if the 18 members 
of the 5.0 team weren’t design¬ 
ing the new engine to power 
their own cars. Then again, 
maybe they were.

Common Issues 


Complaints tended to deal 
with noises, like squeaks and 
rattles, as the car ages. System 
malfunctions, which are typ¬ 
ically referenced by a message 
in the instrument cluster, are 
also somewhat well docu¬ 
mented. Be sure none of these 
messages are present on the 
model you’re test-driving. 

Listen for a metallic “clang¬ 
ing” sound from the rear of 
the vehicle as it comes to rest, 
or while it’s resting shortly 
after being stopped. Numerous 
owners have reported issues 
with baffles breaking off inside 



the fuel tank and floating nois¬ 
ily around. It’s a pricey repair. 

Ensure the motorized top 
works as expected, completing 
several full “open” and “close” 
cycles and listening for any 
binding, hesitation or strain. 
The roof should open smoothly 
and quietly. 

Avoid models with the 
ABC suspension. This system 
will eventually wear down 
and break, resulting in a big 
repair bill.

The safest way to drive is 
with your eyes on the road, 
of course. Still, that isn’t al¬ 
ways easy to do when there 
are numerous controls that 
you have to adjust for the 
climate, stereo and other 
functions. 

Hyundai thinks it may 
have the answer with a 
new system that uses eye¬ 
tracking and 3D technology 
to handle some of the car’s 
functions. The technology 
has been demonstrated 
in the company’s HCD-14 
Genesis concept vehicle, 
but there’s no timeline on 
when it might be available 
in production vehicles. 

“Premium vehicles 
have (numerous) buttons, 
knobs, dials and switches, 
and it’s overwhelming,” 
says Michael Ricciuto, na-

tional manager of product 
and strategic planning for 
Hyundai Canada. 

“We want to simplify it 
so that customers get the 
full benefit of functionality, 
but with their eyes primar¬ 
ily on driving.” 

The design shown in the 
concept car has no centre 
stack, and there are no but¬ 
tons or knobs on the dash. 
When the driver wants to 
control a function, he first 
presses a button on the 
steering wheel, which acti¬ 
vates the system. 

A small head’s-up dis¬ 
play shows up on the lower 


part of the windshield, with 
icons for each of the car’s 
various systems. When the 
driver looks at the one he 
wants, several small cam¬ 
eras track his eye move¬ 
ments and determine which 
one to select. 

From there, the driver 
puts his hand in front of a 
sensor area near the con¬ 
sole and make a gesture to 
control the function, such 
as turning the wrist, which 
will adjust the stereo’s vol¬ 
ume or fan speed, or a mo¬ 
tion to select a radio station 
or turn on the heated seats. 

The system can be used 
for navigation controls, or 
for smartphone connectiv¬ 
ity functions. 

“It has to be simple and 
natural,” Ricciuto says. 

“You look at the icon, 
turn it on with your eyes, 
and away you go, and that’s 
the fundamentals of how it 
will work. We’re preparing 
for the next generation of 
controlling a car. 

“We can say people 
should turn off their de¬ 
vices and drive, but the real¬ 
ity is that won’t happen, so 
these are the technologies 
we think will make it sim¬ 
pler and more intuitive.”

Get ready for a future where 
virtually all vehicles are Inter¬ 
net hot spots. 

At a mobility conference 
in Spain this week, GM an¬ 
nounced it will equip virtu¬ 
ally all its 2015 models in 
the United States and Canada 
with 4G LTE high-speed broad¬ 
band. Some of those 2015 
models should be on sale by 
mid 2014. 

There is a sprinkling of 
models from other manufac¬ 
turers, like Mercedes-Benz, 
and Chrysler, that have 3G- 
based hot spots. BMW intro¬ 
duced 4G LTE wi-fi to its 7 
Series this past year. And of 
course you can get onto the 
Internet on many vehicles by 
syncing your smartphone into 
their infotainment systems. 

But while we have been 
definitely moving toward 
this wi-fi future, the GM an¬ 
nouncement is a declaration 
of sorts that Internet hot spots 
in the majority of vehicles is a 
fait accompli.

Just kick it: Ford opens the liftgate 


If you’ve ever had to put down 
an armload of groceries so you 
could open your vehicle’s lift- 
gate, you probably think there 
must be a better way. 

Ford agreed, and its new Es¬ 
cape and C-Max Hybrid models 
can be equipped with a hands¬ 
free electric liftgate that opens 
when you have the key fob in 
your pocket, and you lack your 
foot under the rear bumper. 

“There are two sensors, one 
underneath where the fascia 
wraps around, and one at the 
rear,” says Kaci Hrynewich, pro¬ 
gram management at Ford Mo¬ 
tor Company. 

“These create a field that 
is disturbed when a foot (is 
placed) in it, and both of those 
sensors have to have that detec¬ 
tion in order for them to ‘talk’ 
to the module to open the lift¬ 
gate.” 

The theory behind the lift¬ 


gate is relatively simple — it 
uses motion technology similar 
to that in some video games — 
but actually putting it into a 
production model was more of 
a challenge. 

“We have multiple compon¬ 
ents all coming together, so we 
had to figure out how far away 
you have to be,” Hrynewich 
says. “We had to tiy it with the 
metallic paint on our colour 
palette to make sure the sensor 
field wouldn’t be affected by it. 

“We also had a tight pack¬ 
aging space, which was a 
concern because we couldn’t 
put (the module) too close to 
a bumper beam, because it’s 
conductive and it wouldn’t 
work. It’s easy to look at the 
guidelines for the system, but 
then you have to put them into 
the vehicle you’re trying to en¬ 
gineer, and we had to package 
that and make sure it still func-

tioned properly.” 

Each of the two sensors has 
a specific function. One senses 
that your leg is there, while the 
other detects the motion, and 
both have to be triggered by the 
kicking motion in order for the 
liftgate to open or close. 

The vehicle must also de¬ 
tect the electronic key fob 
before any motion starts 
the liftgate action.
